paceived the approbation of acquiescence of her 
allies, and we may indulge the hope that its pre- 
gress and termination will be signalized by the 
moderation and forbearance, no than by the 
energy of the Emperor Nicholas, and that it will 
sflord the unity for such collateral agency 
in behalf of the suffering Greeks, as will secure 
to them ultimately the triumph of humanity and 
of freedom. 

The state of our particular relations with 
France has acarcely varied in the course of the 
present year. The commereial intercourse be- 
tween the two countries has continued to in- 
crease, for the mutual benefit of both. The 
claime of indemnity to numbers of our fellow citi- 
tens, for depredations upon their property com- 
mitted during the Revolut y Go te, 
etill remain unadjusted, end form the subject of 
earnest representation and remonstrance. Re- 
cent advices from the Minister of the United 
States at Paris, encourage the expectation that 
the appeal to the justice of the French Govern- 
ment will ere long receive « favourable consi- 
deration, 

The last frendly expedient has been resorted 
to for the decision of the controversy with Great 
Britain, relating to the Northeastern boundary 
of the United States. By an agreement with the 
British Government, carrying into effect the pro- 
vinions of the fifth article of the treaty of Ghent, 
and the Convention of 20th September, 1527, 
his Majesty the King of the Netherlands has by 
commen consent been selected as the umpire 
between the parties. The proposal to him to 
—— the designation for the performance of 
thia friendly office will be made at an early day, 
and the United States, relying upon the justice 
of their cause, will cheerfully commit the arbi- 
trament of it to a Prince equally distinguished 
for the independence of hie spirit, hie indefati- 
able aseduity to the duties of his station, and 
2 inflexible personal probity. 
Our commercial relations with Great Britain 
will deserve the serious consideration of Con- 
ress, and the exercise of a conciliatory and for- 
cosine epirit in the policy of both Governments. 
The state of them has been materially changed, 
by the act of Congress passed at their last sen- 
won, im alteration ef the several acts imposing 
duties on imports, and by acts of more recent 
date of the Britieh Parliament. The effect of 
the interdiction of dwect trade, commenced by 
Great Britem, and reciprocated by the United 
States, has been, as was to be foreseen, only to 
substitute different channels for an cachange of 
commodities indiwepensable to the colomes, and 
profitable to a numerous class of our fellow citi- 
sense The ex sorta, the revenue, the narigation 
of the Unsed States, have suffered no diminution 
by our exclusion from direct access to the British 
Colones. The Colonies pay more dearly for 
the necesseries of hfe, which their Government 
burdens with the charges of double voyages, 
freight, insurance and commission, and the pro- 
fits of our exports are somewhat inpaired, and 
more injurously transferred from one portion of 
our cithens to another, The resumption of this 
old and otherwwe exploded system of Colonial 
exclusion has not secured to the shipping inte 
rest of Greai Brntain the relef which, at the ex- 
pense of the distant colomes, and of the United 
States, was expected to afford. Other mea- 
sures have been resorted to, more pointedly 
beariag upon the navigation of the United 
States, and which, unless modified by the con- 
struction given to the recent acts of Parliament, 
will be manifestly meompatible with the positive 
stipulations of the commercial convention exist- 
ing between the two countries. That conven- 
tion, however, may be terminated, with twelve 
months’ notice, at the option of either party 
A treaty of Amity, Navigation, and C 
meree, between the United States and His Ma- 
yooty, the Emperor of Austra, King of Hungary 
ead Bohemia, has been prepared for signature 
by the Secreiary of State, avd by the Baron de 
Loderer, intrusted with full powers of the Aus-

Among the Nations upon whose Governments 
many of our fellow citizens have had long-pend- 
ing claims of indemnity, for depredations upon 
their property during a period whea the rights 
of neutral commerce were disregarded, was that 
of Denmark. They were, soon after the events 
occurred, the subject of a special mission from 
the United States, at the close of which the as- 
surance was given, by his Danish Majesty, that, 
at a period of more tranquillity, and less dis- 
tress, they would be considered, examined, and 
decided upon, in a spit of determined purpose 
for the dispensation of justice. 1 have much 
pleasure in informing Congress that the fulfil. 
ment of thie henorable promise is now in pro- 
gteas; that a small jon of the claims has al- 
ready been setiled, to the satisfaction of the 
cleimants; and that we have reason to hope that 
the remainder will —_- placed in a train 
of equitable adjusiment. is result has always 
been confidently expected from the character of 
personal integrity, and of benevolence, which 
the Sovereign of the Danish Dominions has, 
through every vicissitude of fortune, maintained. 
The general aspect of tho affairs of our neigh- 
boring y Prone ations of the South has been 
rather of approaching than of settled tranquility. 
Internal disturbances have been more frequent 
among them than their commes friends would 
have red. Our intercourse with all has con- 
tinued to be that of friendship, and of mutual 
ood will. Treaties of Commerce and of Boun- 
aries with the United Mexican States have been 
negotiated, but, from various successive obsta- 
cles, not yet brought to a final conclusion. The 
civil war which unfortunately still prevails in the 
Republic of Central America, has been unpropi- 
tious to the cultivation of our commercial rela- 


tions with them; and the disseasions and revolu- 


tionary changes in the Republics of Colombia 
and of Peru, have been seen with cotdial regret 
by us, who would gladly contribute to the hap- 
‘wena of both. It is with great satisfaction, 

owever, that we have witnessed the recent 
conclusion of a Peace between the Governments 
of Buenos Ayres and of Brazil; and it is equally 
gratifying to observe that idemnity has been ob- 
fnined for some of the injuries which our fellow 
citizens had sustained iw the latter of those 
countries. The rest are in a train of negotiation, 
which we hope may terminate to mutual satis- 
faction, and that it may be succeeded by a 
Treaty of Commerce and Navigation upon libe- 
ral principles, propitious to a great and growing 
conmerce, already important to the interests of 
our country. 

The condition and prospects of the Revenue 
are more favourable than our most sanguine ex- 
ctations had anticipated. The balance in the 
‘reasury on the first of January last, eXtclusive of 
the maneys received under the Convention of 13th 
November, 1826, with Great Britian, was five 
millions eight hundred and sixty one thousand 
nine hundred and seventy-two dollars and eigh- 
ty three cents, The receipts inte the Treasury 
from the firet of January to the 30th of Septem- 
ber last, so fer as they have been ascertained to 
form the basis of an estimate, amount to eigh- 
teen millions eix hundred and thirty-three thou- 
sand nine hundred and eighty dollers and twen- 
ty seven cents, which, with the receipts of the 
present quarter, estimated at five millions four 
hundred and siaty-one thousand two hundred 
and eighty three dollars and forty cents, form 
an aggregate of receipts during the year of 
twenty-four millona and ninety-four thousand 
eight hundred and eixty-three dollars and siaty- 
seven cents, The expenditures of the year may 
bably amount to twenty-five millions six hun- 
dred and thirty-seven thousand five hundred and 
eleven dollars and sixty-three cents; and leave 
in the Treasury on the first of January next, 
the eum of five millions one hundred and tweaty- 
five thousand six hundred and thirty-eight dol- 

lars, fourteen cents.

ly upon the several component interests of its 
neighbors, Thus, the legislation of Great Bri- 
tain, when, as has reecntly been avowed, adapt- 
ed to the de ion of a rival nation, will na- 
turally abound with regulations of interdict upon 
the productions of the soil or industry of the 
other which come in competition with its own, 
and will present encouragement, perhaps even 
bounty, to the raw material of the other State 
which it cannot produce itself, and which is es- 
sential for the use of its manufactures, competi- 
tora in the markets of the world with those of 
its commercial rival. Such is the state of the 
commercial! legislation of Great Britain, as it 
bears upon our interests. It excludes, with in- 
terdicting duties all importation ( pt in time 
of approaching famine) of the t staple pro- 
ductions of - oo and a ae wt 
proscribes with equal rigour, the bulkier lumber 
and live stock of the same portion, and also of 
the Northern and Eastern ef our Union. It 
refuses even the rice of the South, unless ag- 
gtavaied with a charge of daty upon the Nor- 
thern carrier who brings it to them. But the cot- 
ton, indispensable for their looms, they will re- 
ceive almost duty free, to weave it into a 
fabric for our own wear, to the destruction of 
our own manufactures, which they are enabled 
thus to undersell. Is the self-protecting ener- 
y of this nation so helpless that there exists, 
in the political institutions of our country, 
no power to coanteract the bias of this foreign 
legislation? that the growers of grain must sub- 
mit to this exclusion from the foreign markets of 
their produce, that the shippers must dismantle 
their ships, the trade of the North stagnate at 
the wharves, and the manufacturers starve at 
their looms, while the whole peopie shall pay 
tribute to foreign industry to be clad in a fo- 
reign gerb; that the Congress of the Union are 
impotent to restore the balance in favour of na- 
tive industry destroyed by the statutes of another 
realm? More just and more generous sentiments 
will, I trust, prevail. If the tariff adopted at 
the last session of Congress shall be found, by 
experience, to bear oppressively upon the inte- 
rests of any one section of the Union, it ought to 
be, and I cannot doubt will be, so modified as 
to alleviate ite burden. To the voice of just 
complaint from any portion of their constituents, 
the Representatives of the States and People 
will never turn away their ears. But so long as 
the duty of the foreign shall operate only as a 
bounty upon the domestic article—while the 
planter, and the merchant, and the shepherd, and 
the husbandman, shall be found thriving in their 
occupations under the duties imposed for the 
protection of domestic manufactures, they will 
not repine at the prosperity shared with them- 
selves by their fellow-citizens of other professions, 
nor denounce as violations of the Constitution 
the deliberate acts of Congress to shield from 
the wrongs of foreign laws the native industry of 
the Union. 

While the tariff of the last session of Congress 
wae a subject of legislative deliberation, it was 
foretold by some of its opposers that one of its 
necessary consequences would be to impair the 
revenue. It in yet too soon to pronounce, with 
confidence, that this prediction was erroneous. 
The obstruction of one avenue of trade not un- 
frequently opens an issue to another. The con- 
sequence of the tariff will be to increase the ex- 
portation, and to diuninish the importation of 
some specific articles. But, by the general law 
of trade, the increase of exportation of one arti- 
ele will be followed by an increased importation 
of others, the duties upon which will supply the 
deficiencies, which the diminished importation 
would otherwise occasion. The effect of taxa- 
tion upon revenue can seldom be foreseen with 
certainty. It must abide the test of experience. 
As yet no symptoms of diminution are —— 
in the receipts of the Treasury.—As yet, little ad- 
dition of cost has even been experienced upon 
the articles burthened with heavier duties by 
the last tariff. The doméstic manufacturer su 
plies the same or a kindred article at a diminish- 
ed prico, and the consumer pays the same tri- 
bute to the labor of his own countrymen, which 
ne pues otherwise have paid to foreiga industry 
e toal.
